HAD BEEN ILL 
FOR ONE YEAR 
Mr. and Mrs. Joel Woodward J r , 
68 West Middle street, were released 
under $300 bail for their appearance 
before a January grand jury on a 
charge 
of 
^forcible 
detainer'’ 
brought by their cousin, Mrs. Ruth 
Kessel, widow of Seymour Kessel. 
Attorneys represented the two fac­ 
tions of the W’oodward family at a 
hearing held Thursday afternoon at 
2 o’clock before Justice of the Peace 
John C. Shealer. 
Edgar K. Markley, Esq., represent­ 
ing the prosecutrix, Mrs. Kessel, 
called only two witnesses and closed 
his case. 
Eugeni1 V. Bulleit, Esq,, 
counsel for the defendants, moved 
for the dismissal of the charge of 
forcible entry. 
Tile justice com­ 
plied but held the pair for “forc ibly 
detaining Mrs. Kessel from occupy­ 
ing her apartment by allowing other 
tenants to occupy the quarters.” 
In the information laid by Mrs 
Kessel, it was charged that 
the 
Woodwards, her landlords had en­ 
tered her apartment the afternoon 
on which an inquest was conducted 
into her husband’s death, moved ail 
her furniture and stored it in one 
bedroom in the apartment. 
Mrs. K**ssel was the firs? witness 
called to the stand. She stated that 
she and her husband had been rent­ 
ing from the Woodwards for about 
three months and exhibited receipts 
to show that the rent had berm paid 
during that period and that the 
next payment was not due until 
January 16. After Mrs. Kessel testi­ 
fied that her husband had reified 
the apartment. Mr 
Bulten moved 
for the dismissal of the case because 
Kessel is dead and the contract with 
him broken. 
Justice Shealer re­ 
used the motion on the grounds 
that Mrs. Kessel also was a tenant 
and that her husband's death did 
not terminate the lease. 
The Kes- 
sels paid $9 a month for the apart­ 
ment. 
Gave “Verbal” Notice 
Mrs. Kessel 
recalled that Joel 
Woodward had ordered her to move 
but stated that she had never been 
given any written notice. 
She said 
Woodward and his wife had threat­ 
ened that if the Kessel furniture 
were not moved they would move it 
Mrs. Kessel concluded last Monday, 
when she returned to the apartment 
that she had locked when she h it 
earlier in the day. that it had been 
the Woodwards who had moved the 
furniture 
The evening of that day, Mrs. Kes­ 
sel testified, the family of James 
Kerrigan moved into the same quar­ 
ters. 
Since that time Mrs. Kessel 
has been residing with her parents 
at 696 South Washington street. She 
told also of an offer made to Joel 
Woodward by her mother to pay the j 
rent. Joel refused to take the mon- j 
ey, she said, demanding that she 
get out of the apartment. 
After 
the1 testimony had 
been 
concluded Mr, Bulled declared that 
there was no evidence to show that 
the apartment had been entered or 
the furniture moved by the defend­ 
ants. 
Markley held that the evi­ 
dence of their threat to do so was 
sufficient to indicate that it w*as they j 
who had made the unlawful entry. 
Markley held also, and in this he 
was supported by the justice, that 
the Kerrigan family is in the quar­ 
ters with the consent of the land­ 
lords and that their presence "for­ 
cibly detains” Mrs. Kessel from oc­ 
cupying the quarters to which she is 
entitled. 
The case is unusual. 
II is the 
first prosecution to be brought un­ 
der the forcible entry act in this 
county in many years. 
Conviction 
carries a penalty of $500 fine, a year 
In jail or both.

Twelve Fewer Crashes I,ast 
Year; Patrolmen ( ompile 
December Report. 


j 
Automobile accidents investigated 
| by slate highway patrolmen from 
; the local substation during the year, 
1936 show a decrease of about five 
per cent over the number reported 
to the officers here during the pre- 
j ceding twelve months, patrol records 
show. 
In 1936 there were 226 crashes as 
compared with 238 for 1935. 
Com­ 
plete figures on the number of per­ 
sons injured in crashes last year 
hare not -been compiled nor are 
final figures available on the num­ 
ber ol arrests made, the amount of 
I property damage caused and details 
•of the duties of the patrol officers. 
Corporal J, G, Warren said this 
morning that the complete annual 
report will be ready for announce­ 
ment within a few days. 
Figures on December traffic cas­ 
ualties were compiled this morning 
at the substation showing that only 
16 accidents were investigated last 
month a' compared with 21 for the 
month of December in 1935. 
The 
number of persons injured was 13 
in December of both years. In 1935, 
there were two fatalities on high­ 
ways covered by the members of the 
local substation while last month 
there were three. The fourth fatal­ 
ity in December in tills section oc­ 
curred in the borough of Gettysburg 
and was not investigated by the 
state officers. 
A considerable decrease is shown 
too in the amount of prop* tty dam­ 
age resulting from December 1936 
crashes accompanied with the fig- j 
urea for the same month iii 1935. 
The property damage in December, I 
1935, was estimated at $3,009 and : 
last month it was placed ar $2,248. I 
While 
accidents 
and 
property 
damage figures decreased, the mini- j 
ber of arrests for motor code viola- I 
lions mounted with speeding drivers I 
being 
in 
the majority. 
In lastj 
month’s records, 61 arrests were lis t-1 
ed as compared with 49 for the same j 
month in 1935. 
Comparing last month’s statistics J 
with the figures for the preceding ' 
month of November, last month is j 
revealed as having fewer accidents, I 
nearly the same number of persons 
Injured, but higher in the number 
of highway deaths. In November of 
1936 there were 20 accidents, 12 per­ 
sons hurt and 125 arrests.

The equipment on the horst1 was 
prized by the Carothers family, 
but some years later the saddle 
was destroyed 
in a 
barn 
fire. 
Thomas Carothers. donor of Hie 
relics to the historical collection 
in the library, is a son of Josiah 
Carot tiers.

35,708 KILLED 
BY AUTOS IN'36 


Accident Prevention Confer­ 
ence Shows Drop in Fa­ 
talities From 1935. 


Washington, Jan. I—Automobile 
accidents in this country took the 
lives of 35,708 persons in the year 
ending today, the accident preven­ 
tion conference of the department 
of commerce reported Thursday. 
For the first time since 1932, the 
report stated, the total number of 
deaths was less than that of the 
previous year. 
The 1936 total re­ 
ported by the conference was 353 less 
than that for 1935, and sixty-one 
below the 1934 figure. It did not, of 
course, include final figures, but was 
based on a telegraphic check-up 
made through the bureau of the 
census. 
Maryland Shows Decrease 
In Maryland, the report stated, 
automobile 
accidents 
caused 
455 
deaths this year, as compared with 
476 in 1935. 
Maryland was one of 
twenty-six states showing decreases 
from 1935. 
Others reporting decreases includ­ 
ed New York, from 2,911 to 2,600; 
Ohio, from 2,393 to 2,100; Pennsyl­ 
vania, from 2.393 to 2,200. and Wis­ 
consin, from 816 to 750. The 311 de­ 
crease in New York was attributed 
largely to the enactment of strict 
enforcement of laws against reckless 
driving and speeding, the report 
said. 
The largest increases in deaths 
were reported from California, from 
2,797 to 3.050; Illinois, from 2,334 to 
2,365; Indiana, from 1,208 to 1,338; 
Mississippi, from 385 to 500, and 
Michigan from 1,667 to 1,810. 


500 MEN WILL BF.

FRANCE EXPECTS 
FOREIGN HELP 


Strong 
Reinforcements 
fo r 
Rebel Leader Due by 
Mid-Jan uarv. 


Leader of Mexican 
Revolt for 7 Years 
Killed by Army Men 


Mexico City, Jan. I (AP).—Lauro 
Rocha, will-o’-the-wLsp rebel chief­ 
tain from Jalisco, fell Thursday be­ 
fore the guns of three army officers 
in the Mexico suburb of Villa Gua­ 
dalupe, authorities a n n o u n c e d 
Thursday night. 
Pursued fruitlessly for seven years 
by thousands of soldiers, Rocha died 
fighting in his pajamas in the home 
of friends, the police said, where he 
was surprised as he slept. 
A sort of modern Robin Hood, 
who helped rural residents with one 
hand while striking at the govern­ 
ment’s socialistic education program 
with the other, the elusive rebel 
had been in the field almost con­ 
tinuously since the start of the 
1926-1929 "Cristero” revolt against 
former President Plutarco Elias Cal­ 
les’ anti-church measures. 
Officials of the war department 
asserted that with his death there 
also died the "Cristero” revolution. 


With Fascists outside Madrid, Jan. 
I 
(AP).—Fascist Chieftain Fran­ 
cisco Franco will have strong rein­ 
forcements by mid-January to aid 
his drive against Madrid, military 
leaders indicated Thursday night. 
With 
the 
prospect 
of 
many 
months before the fascist army can 
conquer, or fail to conquer, all of 
Spain, many here predicted Madrid 
itself would fall shortly with the 
aid of the new troops—presumably 
to come from another European n a­ 
tion. 
When 
the 
reinforcements 
are 
ready, Franco’s colleagues indicate 
a furious offensive will be ordered 
in an effort to end by .spring the 
war, which already has cost thou­ 
sands of lives. 
Relieve Madrid Can Hold Out 
Some neutral observers here, how­ 
ever, believed the fascist predictions 
were overconfident, that 
Madrid, 
which has held out for eight weeks, 
could withstand many more weeks 
of siege. 
The fascists attribute Madrid's re­ 
sistance thus far to the interna­ 
tional column, composed of Russian, 
Polish. Czechoslovakian and French 
volunteers. 
These troops, military leaders here 
said, have borne the brunt of re­ 
cent fighting. 
Moors and African legionnaires 
still are the shock troops for the in­ 
surgents, but the Carlist-Monarchist 
volunteers have begun to play an 
increasing part in combat, having 
undergone

of

training in military tactics.
